Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  be- 
came Acting  President  of  North- 
western State  College  Monday, 
Aug.  15,  succeeding  President 
John  S.  Kyser  who  will  be  on 
leave  until  his  retirement  July  1, 
1367. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick,  who  had  been 
serving  as  Dean  of  the  College 
since  March  10,  will  become 
President  on  Dr.  Kyser's  retire- 
ment. 

The  new  Northwestern  Acting 
President  is  the  first  four-year 
degree  graduate  of  the  college  to 
return  as  its  chief  administrator. 
His  wife,  the  former  Juanita  Car- 
dozier,  is  also  a  graduate  of  the 
college. 

"It  is  with  humility  and  pride 
that  I  accept  the  honor  and  pleas- 
ure of  coming  back  to  my  Alma 
Mater  as  Acting  President,"'  Dr.
